Hindoſtan extends. from Cape Comorin to Uſbeck Tartary; an” 
from thi bay of Bengal to the confines of Perſia,” being nearly 
2000 miles every way. Its inhabitants may be reduced to three 

general claſſes, 1ſt, Hindoos, 2d. Mahomedans, 3d.. Strau- 
gers. —iſt. The Hindoos are the original inhabitants of the 
country. They are by far the moſt numerous, being reckoned” 
an hundred millions. They are divided into tribes, diſtinguiſhed 
by their-deſcent and- profeſſion : and theſe tribes are ſubdivided. 
into houſes or families, diſtinguiſhed by .a greater. or leſs degree 
of ſtrictneſs in the ceremonial of their religion.—2d. The 
ſecond claſs is that of the Mahomedans, who have eſtabliſhed.

If the 
author had formed to himſelf, while in India, the moſt diſtant 
idea of attempting a work of this kind, the following perform- | 
ance would certainly have been much larger and fuller, and 1 in 
every reſpect more compleat and perfe&t.

"The: Court of Directors, het they encouraged the author to 
audectake the following work, recommended- to him to write 
and ſpell the words in ſuch manner, in the Roman character, as 
to enable an. Engliſhman, by following the ſound of the letters, 
to pronounce them intelligibly to a native. He has accordingly 
adopted this method, and has followed the ſound without 
 Imaitating the orthography of the natives: for example, the word 

for Foot, as the natives would ſpell it, is Panu, but it is pro- 


nounced Pauw. In this way a ſtranger may not only learn to 
read but to pronounce without a maſter, 


In executing the wot however, according to this plan, the 
author has met with conſiderable difficulty. It is no eaſy matter 
to retain an uniform manner of ſpelling where the ear is the only 

guide. The powers alſo of the vowels in Engliſh are ſo various 
that it is very difficult to avoid ambiguity in the uſe of them : 
to dbviate this difficulty, he has been obliged in expreſſing ſome 
ſounds to have recourſe to dipthongs and double vowels. To

Grammar is either univerſal or particular ; univerſal Grammar 


' treats of the principles common to all languages. LED 
Particular Grammar, which is the object of our attention, treats 


of the prineiples of a particular language. 


The HinDos TAN has been repreſented as an irregular and ano- 
malous language, incapable of being reduced to any ſyſtem of grammar; 


but the author flatters himſelf, that, in the courſe of the following 
work it will appear, this opinion has proceeded from a ſuperficial know- 
ledge of the language. He at the ſame time begs leave to acquaint 
his readers, that he is very ſenſible, that the following treatiſe is de- 


fective and much inferior to ſuch a ſyſtem of grammar as the language 
is capable of, and which even he himſelf, with better opportunities, 
might have given. Se 


RATES 


A LETTER is the leaſt and ſimpleſt part of a word. 


In the Hindoſtan language there are fifty- ſix letters or ſounds, for 


every ſound has a particular mark; twenty of theſe letters are vowels;

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and thirty-ſix cobfongbtts. It would be vain to attempt to give an idea 
of the different ſounds of the vowels and conſonants by Roman 
letters. It may be obſerved in 7 that the Hindoos have not 
only different characters for the different ſounds, but. alſo for the diſ- 

ſerent lengths of time, in which the ſounds are pronounced; thus, 
the long 2 and the ſhort a, the long e and the ſhort e, are marked by 
different characters. From this variety of characters every letter is. 
confined to an uniform and invariable - found in all words, which 
makes it more eaſy for a foreigner to acquire the pronunciation, no- 
thiug more being requiſite than to make himſelf maſter of the founds 
of the different letters. Hence it appears that the Indians have car- 
ried the art of expreſſing ſounds by proper characters to greater per- 
fection than the Europeans have ever attained. 

The Nagaree is the proper character of the Hadan language. 

It is written from left to right in the ſame manner with the European. 
But the Perfick is the character moſt commonly uſed in this 
language. It is matter of vanity in India to write and ſpeak Perſſch; 
hence even thoſe who write in the Hindoftan language make uſe of 
thy Perf Ch character.

expreſs common things, which contain a number of individuals. 
Gender is a natural accident of ſubſtantives, becauſe ſubſtances are 
diſtinguiſhed of I quality. 


NUMBER. 


The Hindoſtan cefanbles the generality of languages in having 


only two numbers, the ſingular and the plural; theſe two numbers 


are ſufficient to anſwer all the purpoſes of ſpeech, as whatever is 
ſpoken of muſt be repreſented either as one or as more than one.

GENDER, 
The Hindoſtan reſembles. the Engliſh, in acknowledging no dif- 


tinction of Gender, except where nature has made it. It applies the 


diſtinction of maſculine and feminine only to the names of animals, 
all other ſubſtantives it conſiders as neuter. 

The difference of Gender is generally marked in the Hindoſtan, 
by a difference of termination. When the mafculine ends in a, the 
correfponding feminine commonly ends in i (ee) as Dada, grandfather, 
Dadi (ee) grandmother; Betha ſon, Bethi (ee) daughter. When the. 
maſculine ends in 2 (ee) the correſponding feminine ends in in, as Dhobi 
(ee) a waſher- man, Dhobin (een) a waſher- woman, Mali (ee) gardner, 


Malin (een) a female gardener; the n having a very ſoft and almoſt 


imperceptible ſound. The feminines of nouns ending in conſonants,, 


have not ſo regular a variation from the maſculine. From Matr a 


ſcavenger, we have Matrani (ee) a female ſcavenger: from. Herron, a. 
buck, we have Herrin, a doe: from Dhaayn, a ſorcerer, we have 
Dhaayen, a ſorcereſs: The neuter gender comprehends all inanimate 


ſubſtances: in termination and inflection, it agrees with the maſculine.

In the ancient languages, the connexions and relations of things 
were expreſſed by caſes, or a variation of the termination of the ſub- 
ſtantive. In the Engliſh and moſt modern European languages, they 

are èxpreſſed by prepoſitions ; in the Hindoſtan, they are expreſſed by 
particles, in every reſpect agreeing with our prepoſitions, except in 

ſituation. Inſtead of being prefixed to the word; they are ſubjoined. 
to it, and therefore ought in propriety to be called poſtpoſitions. Thus

A pre is a * wht ſupplies the place of a noun, as the 
name unports. By means of pronouns, two individuals quite unac- 
quainted with one andther, can carry on a converſation ; which pur- 


poſe. could not be anſwered by ſubſtantive nouns. 


Pronouns are of three perſons, correſponding to the three ſubjects 
of converſation, the ſpeaker, the party addreſſed, or ſome third object. 
As the ſpeaker is always the principal in reference to his own diſeourſe, 
and the party addreſſed the next in diguity; the pronouns denoting 
them are called reſpectively the pronouns of the firſt and fecond per- 
ſons. That which denotes any third object that may happen to be 


the ſubje& of converfation, 1 is called the pronoun of the third . 


to diſtinguiſh it from both the former *. 

Theſe pronouns in the Hindoſtan language are My, Too, Ooweb, 
J. Thou; He. As the ſpeakers, the ſpoken to, and the ſpoken of 
may be many, theſe pronoans have plurality.or number. 

As different relations of theſe perſons may be talked of, they have 
alſo caſes, and it is curious to obſerve that in all languages, as far as 
I know, the perſonal pronouns are irregularly. declined. 

The pronouns of the firſt and ſecond Perſon do not admit of Gen- 
der, becauſe the perſons denoted by them being preſent to one another, 
have an opportunity of knowing each other's ſex from dreſs andother 
circumſtances.

Adjectives are expreſſive of the attributes of. ſubſtantives as well as. 
verbs; but they contain no aſſertion and have no reference to time. 
Participles allo are expreſſive of attributes, and farther imply time, 
but do not contain an aſſertion. The difference then between theſe. 
three parts of ſpeech conſiſts in this, that a VERB implies an attribute, 
aſſertzon, and time; that a PARTICIPLE implies an attribute and: 
time, without an aſſertion; and that an ADJECTIVE implies an attri- 
bute, without time or an aſſertion *.

All Verbs neceflarily imply an agent and. an object acted upon.

In Verbs are to be obſerved the number, the perſon, the tenſe, 
and the mode. The Hindoftan Verbs have two numbers and three 
perſons. The different perſons of the ſame number are not diſtin- 
guiſhed by any variation of the Verb in this language; for it is, My 
auta, I.come, Too auta, thou comeſt, Ooweh auta, he comes. My” 
hey, I am, Too hey, thou art, Ooweh hey, he is. Verbs and tenſes 
ending in à are changed into e in the plural number; but thoſe of any 
other termination do not admit of any change with the number. 
Thus it is, Humm aute, we come, but Humm hey, we are. 

All tenſes muſt refer to time, either paſt, preſent, or future. But 
as theſe times may be. conſidered in different views, there may be a 
variety of tenſes to mark their different points. Thus we may con- 
ceive preſent time either as beginning to be preſent (as, I am going to 
ride) or as continuing to be preſent (Tam riding) or as ending to be. 
preſent (as I have ridden) in the fame manner we may conſider paſt | 

and future time, as beginning, as continuing, or as ending. 
Accordingly we find that in all languages there are different tenſes. | 
to mark the different points of time, though ſome are much more per- 
fect in this reſpect than others, and none at all have attained to the 
perfection of marking all theſe different points of time by diſtinct 
tenſes. 5 

In Engliſh Verbs there are only t two tenſes inflected in cab termi- 
nations, the reſt are formed by the help of auxiliary Verbs. In. 
this reſpect the Hindoſtan is more perfect than the Engliſh, having 
{x neo diſtinguiſhed. by a difference of termination. Theſe tenſes. 
are the preſent, the imperfect, the perfect, the pluperfect, and two. 
futures. The preſent denotes preſent time indefinitely ; the imperfect 
denotes the continued, preſent, or paſt; the perfect denotes paſt time 
indefinitely; the pluperfect denotes time juſt paſt; the firſt future is 
applied to events that will probably W f che ſecond future to 
events that will neceſſarily happen. 

As the meaning of a verb may be W in different Ways, : 
there muſt be a variety of moods to mark theſe. The moods in the 
Hindoſtan are four; the indicative, the potential, the imperative 
and the infinitive. 

By the indicative mood ſomething is ſimply declared either to be 
or not to be. By the potential mood ſomething is aſſerted not as 

certain 
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certain, but as poſlible, or within our power: By the imperative 
mood ſomething 1s ordered. By the infinitive mood fomething 1s 
barely expreſſed without limitation of perſon, number, or any circum-

The Hindoſtan reſembles the Engliſh in joining the prepoſition ko

laugh ; but this prepoſition in the Hindoſtan, ws 4 COMMON, is 
33 neceſſary attendant of the infinitive. 

The infinitive may be made to have the ſenſe either of a parti- 
ciple or a noun by adding the prepoſitions /e from, with; me, in;
